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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest a high throughput screening system comprising a 
plurality of wells, two electrodes in each of the plurality of wells, an optical detector, a 
power supply connected to the electrodes and configured to apply a series of electric 
fields to cells within an area of observation, the electric fields having a spatial variation 
of less than about 25% of a mean field intensity within the area of observation; or 
comprising sample wells, liquid handling station, means for controlling the 
transmembrane potential of cells in the sample wells and means for optically monitoring 
changes in the transmembrane potential.
